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Fox Lake deals 
with recent floods

FOX LAKE, - Boat races were 
expected to return Sept. 6 to Blarney 
Island tavern in Grass Lake. 

The events and the island bar had 
to be shut down because of severe 
flooding that occurred after a rash of 
storms at the end of August. 

The bar reopened for Labor Day 
weekend, but to a much smaller 
crowd than usual. The island estab- 
lishment normally closes for the sea- 
son Sept. 30. 

"We weren't able to have the full 
menu, but we reopened on Saturday," 
said Steve Grembla, a Blarney Island 
staffer. "It is hard to tell how much 
damage [there is], but it will take a 
lot of work." 

The upper and lower Fox River 
remained closed, and the Chain 0" 
Lakes was restricted to no-wake boat 
traffic through Sept. 3. 

Water levels at New Munster, Wis., 
the source of the water that flows 
through the Chain O'Xakes and Fox 
River, began to go down Aug, 28, and 
local flood levels have started to 
recede. 

Village Emergency Services 
Disaster Agency Director Ed Lescher 
said that cleanup kits from the 
American Red Cross are available at 
Fox Lake Fire Department Station 
No. 2. • 

"We gave out 54 of the kits the first 
day," Village President Cindy Irwin 
said. "I took a tour with Lescher, and 
now it looks great, with water in only 
a few places. I'm extremely happy. We 
expect some financial relief, since 
the area was declared a disaster."

Addition, new school mark start of year

WAUCONDA - Matthews Middle 
School staff members sometimes 
squinted from the sun as they moved 
their materials in for the first day of 
class. 

Staff took a last look before stu- 
dents were allowed in and learned 
their homerooms as they got their 
2007-08 school year under way Sept. 4. 

"It's great," teacher Dan Tichenor 
said. 

"I'm excited top be here, with all the 
new things. I've been here for weeks," 
said Carrie Carlson, eighth-grade lan- 
guage arts and reading teacher. She 
said she would start the school year 
with a review of the writing process. 

Principal Dave Wilm greeted stu- 
dents and staff as they entered. 

"There is a lot of excitement and 
enthusiasm," Wilm said. "We had well 
over 1,000 people at the orientations." 

The school, on Darrell Road in 
Island Lake, opened with about 700 
students In grades six to eight. 

"A parent said that it looks like a 



movie," said Melanie Handler, seventh- 
and eighth-grade teacher. 

At Wauconda High School, there 
are 24 new classrooms, four new sci- 
ence labs, and a new auditorium, gym- 
nasium and cafeteria. The west side, 
with the gym and auditorium, will be 
ready this fall. 

High school Principal Dan Klett 
said the school received. its occupancy 
permit from the Lake County Regional 
Superintendent's Office at 4 p.m. Labor 
Day 

"A lot of custodial staff and teach- 
ers worked throughout the Labor Day 
weekend to get things ready for stu- 
dents," Klett said. 

Areas yet to be completed are the 
band-choir room in early October, the 
new gymnasium in late October and 
the auditorium in December. 

"Matthews Middle School is done, 
as Is Wauconda Middle School, the 
transportation center and Wauconda 
Grade School," district 

Superintendent Dan Coles said. 
"People will notice that the new gym 
and auditorium are not done at the 
high school, but we don't need those 
areas to open school." i 



New additions 



Matthews Middle School 

The school is on Darrell Road in Island 
Lake. Its construction cost was $1 million 
under budget. 

The assistant principal's and principal's 
office and reception area and library arc 
close-by the entrance. There will be sepa- 
rate class areas for band and choir. 

A stage, a cafeteria and a physical educa- 
tion site occupy one large room. 

All told, there will be 21 classrooms and 
live science labs. 

Field use at the site might not be ready 
when school opens after Labor Day, 
though. 

Wauconda High School 

Certain areas of the existing building are 
being renovated such as a space for four 
science labs, a new entrance, and the old 
stage for the cafetorium, a term no longer 
to be used, will be a hallway, and others. 
The 24-classroom addition also will have a 
new 520-seat auditorium and now gymna-

LAKE VILLA -The ball is 
now rolling toward a new 
development in the village. 

The Board of Trustees 
gave preliminary approval 
recently to plans to develop 
the former Cedar Lake and 
Sherwood parks. 

The only dissenting vote 
was from Trustee David 
Dykstra, Village President 
Frank Loffredo said. 

After several months of 
presentations, questions and 
answers, land owners Robert 
and Susan Johnston and 



Buschman Development 
were given the go-ahead to 
build a mixed use develop- 
ment on the old parks. 

Drawings for the Cedar 
Lake Park site showed 100 
single family lots/ranging In 
size from 10,798 square feet 
to 26,000 square feet. Next to 
the subdivision were 133 
town houses, varying from 
1,400 square feet to 2,350 
square feet each. 

On the Sherwood Park 
site, 102 town houses would 
be built next to 180 condo- 
miniums. Adjoining the 
homes would be the 12-acre 
commercial area. 



The next step, Loffredo 
said, is for the developers to 
put together a sort of portfo- 
lio that will outline engineer- 
ing plans and costs. This will 
be presented to the planning 
and zoning commission for 
further scrutiny. 
, "Now they have to prove 
that it works," Loffredo said. 

Loffredo said that the 
majority of the trustees 
voted for the development 
proposal because the 
Johnston's and Buschman 
Development showed that 
the plans fit village ordi- 
nances, as required by a law- 
suit agreement.

Gov. Rod Blagojevlch's $463mil- 
lion in budget cuts Is infuriating 
on several levels. 

Although playing politics with 
the state budget is typical, 
Blagojevich has taken that practice 
to new heights. Even by Illinois' 
standards, Blagojevlch's behavior 
; is appalling. Essentially, 
I Blagojevich cut most projects 
; requested by House Democrats and

budget process. Senate President 
Emil Jones promised to stop any 
attempts to override Blagojevlch's 
spending vetoes, so money for 
Jones and his caucus was spared. 
Also, Blagojevich did not veto 
money of House Republicans.

Twenty-five county agencies lost 
money, Including $200,000 for 
equipment and lab services at the 
Family Health Partnership Clinic 
in Woodstock. 



Ostensibly, Blagojevich said that 
the $463 million In cuts was needed 
to fund his health care plan. The 
governor called the program cuts 
pork. That seems strange given 
that the Family Health Partnership 
Clinic provides health care to* the 
uninsured, one of the groups that, 
Blagojevich said, he hopes to assist 
with his health care plan. The 
story is similar throughout the 
state. 

Although some of Blagojevlch's 
cuts can be called pork, some of it 
also was for valid programs that 
helped provide health care to the 
poor and other services. 

What's insulting is 
Blagojevlch's constant attempts to 
paint himself as some idealistic 
crusader who somehow is on the 
moral high ground.

Mercury free 

Legislation introduced by State 
Senator Susan Garrett, D-Lake 
Forest, that would direct the limit- 
ed supply of mercury-free influen- 
za vaccine to children ages to 3 
was signed into law by the governor 
last week. 

Senate Bill 133 requires the 
Department of Public Health (DPH) 
to ensure that flu vaccines that are 
thimerosal-free or contain only 
trace amounts of thimerosal are 
directed to children younger than 3 
who are participants In the. 
Vaccines for Children program, If 
the supply of vaccines to health 
care providers is riot affected by 
this practice. Thimerosal is a mer- 
cury-based preservative used in the 
manufacture of many vaccines, 
according to a release from 
Garrett's office. 

"It's important for both parents 
and health care providers to have 
accurate information on the vac- 
cines young children are receiv- 
ing," Garrett said. "Parents need to 
be able to make informed decisions, . 
and this bill will make it easier for. 
parents to ensure that their .chil- 
dren receive mercury-free vaccines- 
If they wish." 

The law takes effect Jan. 1, 2008.

At the Sept. 11 regular Lake 
County Board meeting, the fate of 
the Winchester House nursing facili- 
ty will be decided. 

For 160 years, Winchester House 
developed a renowned reputation 
throughout the country as a premier 
long-term public health care nursing 
home. 

Rising health care costs and the 
added burden of maintaining and 
operating the; aging building at 
Winchester Road and Route 21 In 
Libertyville caused the Lake County 
Board to assess the future of 
Winchester House. Besides consult- 
ant reports, the county also opened 
the matter for public comments. 

After last month's regular board 
meeting, a Committee of the Whole 
was convened. To no one's surprise, 
residents at the home, family mem- 
bers, and the general public, spoke 
and pleaded that Winchester House 
remain open. Many who live at the 
facility are there because they need 
the long term care and they cannot 
afford receiving that care and atten- 
tion at a private nursing home. 

.The dilemma for the county is 
.that 'many of the residents depend 
on Medicare arid Medicaid and that 
doesn't cover the costs of their serv- 
ices. The privately insured patients 
and tho tax levy that the county 
receives still adds up to a consider-

able deficit in operating the facility , 

Much of the testimony at the 
committee meeting was heart- 
wrenching. Winchester House is not 
just a red-brick building; to the resi- 
dents living there it is "home," where 
the staff and other residents are 
their extended family. Some said 
that they cannot imagine living any- 
where but at Winchester. 

I can say that through all of my 
years of public service, I never 
heard a bad word about Winchester 
House. Many families accounted to 
me that it was so difficult for them 
when their loved ones suffered with 
dementia, Alzheimer's, multiple 
sclerosis, or some other debilitating 
illness. But that the personal care 
given to resident at Winchester 
House was a lifting experience to 
see. . 

At the Sept. 11 meeting, there are 
three options expected to be consid- 
ered. 

One would be to close Winchester 
House and not operate a nursing 



home. The second would be to run 
the present facility, and possibly ren- 
ovate it. The third would be to build 
a new, but smaller, facility. 

I agree totally with County Board 
member Angelo Kyle, who said at 
the Committee of the Whole meeting 
that the option of closing 
Winchester House should be elimi- 
nated as an option. 

It would be hearUess to close 
Winchester House. If the decision is 
to build a new, smaller Winchester 
House, the present facility should 
remain operational until the new 
one opens. 

It was exactly 30 years ago that 
Hubert Humphrey said, "The moral 
test of government is how that gov- 
ernment treats those who are in the 
dawn of life, the children; those who 
are in the twilight of life, the elderly; 
and those who are in the shadows of 
life; the sick, the needy, and the 
handicapped." 

In true recognition of Winchester 
House's outstanding record of excel- 
lence of providing the highest quali- 
ty of personalized health care as a 
skilled long-term care nursing 
home, will overwhelmingly support 
an option to save Winchester House.

Grayslake residents Ed Hall andLlrida Devine 
have created a garden retreat in their backyard, 
which they share with two pairs of neighbors.

The 
front grass spreads out like a lush carpet leading 
to the front door.

choice of beef, chicken, or tofu. The chicken 
is tender and doesn't have an overpowering 
flavor, so it doesn't detract from the taste of 
the noodles.

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Wrangling a western 
hit with '3:10 to Yuma

As long as filmmakers continue to revere 
the Western (even when modern audiences 
don't), the genre will enjoy periodic revivals. 

Having earned his chance to make a 
Western with the success of "Walk the Line," 
director James Mangold decided to remake 
the film he said inspired his career, 1957's 
"3:10 to Yuma." 

He found a pair of powerhouse actors, 
Russell Crowe and Christian Bale, to play the 
leads. 

Crowe plays charismatic bandit and killer 
Ben Wade, who is captured shortly after his 
latest stagecoach robbery. 

Bale plays Dan Evans, an honest but desti- 
tute rancher who agrees to escort Wade to a 
prison train for $200 - money lie needs to 
save his farm. 

The original "3:10 to Yuma," starring 
Glenn Ford as the bandit and Van Heflin as 
the rancher, was very much in the "High 
Noon" mold (in both films a clock ticks down 
to the titular time). 

Visually, however, Mangold models his 
remake not on Delmer Daves' black-and- 
white claustrophobia, but the Technicolor 
expanses of Sergio Leone's spaghetti 
Westerns, 

The Leone influence extends all the way to 
Malcom Beltrami's score. 

The plot of Mangold's version is more 
detailed and more brutal, but as in the origi- 
nal film (and the Elmore Leonard short story 
that inspired it), the story centers on the 
morally complex relationship that develops 
between Wade and Evans. 

Wade might have no use for the law, but he 
does respect honor, and Evans is a man of 
honor. During their perilous three-day jour-

ney to the town of Contention, where Wade is 
supposed to board the 3:10 train to Yuma 
Prison, Evans displays more honor and 
courage than the lawmen in their party. 

While Wade recognizes Evans' virtues, 
Evans' headstrong son, Will (Logan Lerman), 
does not. He considers his father a coward 
and a failure and finds the cultured and deci- 
sive Wade more of a real man. 

Bale has been showing up so often - he 
seems to average a starring role every two 
months - 1 wonder whether he gets any sleep. 
But he always has the energy for a terrific 
performance, and though Crowe gets top 
billing, Bale is the film's real star. 

He makes palpable one man's struggle to 
do what his soul tells him is right when 
everyone and everything else says otherwise. 
Crowe is fine, too, giving a performance that 
is great fun to watch. 

Mangold's passion for the material makes 
"3:10 to Yuma" jolting and entertaining, but 
it remains an evocative morality tale about 
what makes men good, what makes them bad, 
and what makes them ugly.

of the following guidelines. 

• Promote Uie use of a des- 
ignated driver: More than 50 
percent of all traffic fatalities 



around the holiday season are - 
alcohol-related. But even If 
it's not the season for egg nog 
arid mistletoe, Irresponsible - 
behavior at a party can lead to 
disaster on the- highway. If 
you're hosting a gathering of 
couples, encourage carpool- 
lng where one person remains 
sober to act as the designated 
driver. In addition, the hosts 
should always remain sober, 
Just in case they're needed to 
drive people home. 

• Offer more than Just alco- 
hol: At graduation or anniver- 
sary celebrations, the best 
part for most people Isn't the 
free alcohol, It's the chance to 
relax and spend time with ' 
family and friends. Make non- 
alcoholic drinks, such as soft 
drinks, juice or water, Just as 
available as alcoholic drinks. 
Also, supply food to your 
guests. While food doesn't 
negate the effects of alcohol, a 
full stomach often deters peo- 
pie from drinking too much. 

• Collect coats and keys at 



the start of the party: Even if 
a couple has a designated 
driver, make it known you pre- 
fer to collect coats and keys at 
the start of the party. Just 
because someone says they're 
going to act as a designated 
driver doesn't mean they'll 
stick to their guns. It's better 
to be safe than sorry. 

* Prepare an extra room: In 
the case, of someone who is 
not able to make it home, have 
an extra room or two ready so 
people won't feel as If they're 
Imposing by slaying the night. 
Convincing a friend or family 
member to slay the night will 
prove a lot easier If you 
already have a room ready 

• Keep things legal: Some 
hosts have the tendency to let 
underage kids have a drink or 
two at family functions. This 
can set a dangerous precedent 
and should be avoided. Even 
beyond the legal ramifica- 
tions, it's important for under- 
age kids to know a party can 
be enjoyed without alcohol.

Comfort food

Macaroni and cheese has 
always seemed to us an 
American dish, but it turns 
out the first recipe, with grat- 
ed cheese and butter, 
appeared in an English cook- 
book more than 600 years 
ago. Years later, French 
refugees introduced a version 
of macaroni and cheese to 
the American South. Black 
cooks transformed it into the 
rich and creamy dish we are 
familiar with and served it as 
a vegetable or side. 

Macaroni and cheese 
(Serves 8) 

Ingredients 

3 cups uncooked penne pasta 

1 large egg 

2 garlic cloves, minced 

1 172 cups of 2 percent reduced- 
fat milk 

1 cup (4 ounces) shredded sharp 
Cheddar cheese . 

4 ounces cream cheese 

1 cup (4 ounces) shredded 
Gruyere or Swiss cheese 
3/4 cup (3 ounces) grated 
Parmigiano-Reggiano cheese 
1/8 teaspoon red pepper flakes 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
1/8 teaspoon black pepper 

3 tablespoons butter 

12 saltirte crackers, crumbled 

Directions 

Cook pasta according to pack- 
age directions; drain. 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Lightly grease a 13* 
by-9-inch or 8-cup casserole 
dish. 

Combine egg, garlic, and milk, 
and mix well. Place pasta in a 
large casserole dish. Add milk 
mixture and remaining ingredi- 
ents, except butter and crackers, 
Mix well with a spoon. Combine 
butter and crackers. Sprinkle over 
pasta. Bake 30 minutes, or until 
browned and bubbly.

No rush 
to rush 



One of the things that makes 
sports so great Is the emotion that 
comes with it. From former play- 
ers reliving memories to lifelong 
fans keeping their dreams alive, 
emotions can run high. 

Sometimes they can run too 
high. . 

One tried-and-true tradition 
for sports is rushing the field 
after a win. But it's a fan tradition 
that needs to end. 

After last week's game between 
Carmel and Libertyville, Carmel 
students rushed the field after a 
last-second field goal connected to 
win the game. As I stood on the 
Carmel sideline, it just looked 
like a great party to me. But our 
photographer had a different 
opinion. 

She stood in front of the stu- 
dents as they began to rush the 
field and was immediately 
knocked over and stepped on. Had 
it been any other close game in 
any other sport, at any other sta- 
dium, the same thing probably 
would have happened. 
That doesn't make it right. 
Most sports fans have heard 
about the deadly soccer riots all 
around the world. A decade ago, 
78 people were killed during a 
Guatemalan soccer stampede 
when fans tried to pack into the 
stadium. 

Most would presume that high 
School stadiums are too small to ' 
ihave such disasters, but even high 
school-sized colleges are not 
immune to deaths on the field. 
With an enrollment of about 
1,900 students, the University of 
Minnesota-Morris is about on par 
with area schools such as Grant 
(enrollment 1,738) and Round 
Lake (enrollment 1,855). The 
school's chancellor, Sam 
Schuman, told the story of stu- 
dents rushing the field that creat- 
ed a lethal environment as well. 
"The exuberant students then 
ran to the unguarded South goal 
posts, calling to their friends on 
the victorious football field to join 
them, Some did. About two dozen 
students leaped onto the post or 
began rocking it back and forth 
until it snapped and fell to the 
ground," Schuman said in a news 
release. "One student, basketball 
player Rick Rose, was hanging 
onto the crossbeam when the goal 
fell. He was killed instantly." 

The playing field is meant for 
the athletes only and rushing the 
field might seem like fun, but it 
can also lead to horrible out- 
comes that well-meaning fans 
could never dream of.

Swept away by Eagle's wind

Spence Petros invited me 
for a week of muskie fishing 
at North Shore Lodge on 
Eagle Lake in Northwest 
Ontario. 

How could I say no? 
North Shore is one of my 
favorite places to stay. Eagle 
Lake has been the home of 
several world record muskies. 
Petros knows the lake and all 
of its hotspots like the back of 
his proverbial hand. Enough 
said. 

We drove all day Sunday, 
fished Monday through 
Friday and drove back the fol- 
lowing Saturday. A 13-hour 
drive is worth the effort to 
fish on Eagle, especially when 
Spence does all of the behind- 
the-wheel work. 

Spence hits Eagle a num- 
ber of times a year and has 
his fuel and food stops down 
pat. Petros is a dessert afi- 
cionado and stops at Dairy 
Queen in northern Minnesota 
and for the world's most 
incredible 

chocolate/nut/caramel apple 
at the Black River Falls exit 
book-ended a sustenance 
break in Duluth. 

The drive proved unevent- 
ful except for a panicked 
moment when Spence closed 
the window on my right hand. 
No harm, no foul. 

We arrived late and hit the- 
hay early, to be ready for a 
long day of muskie hunting. 

Breakfast was served at 
6:30 a.m. and we were in the 
boat, headed for our first spot 
by 6:45. The weather was 
warm and the sky was cloud- 
filled - a little chop on the 
water made for perfect esox 
fishing conditions. We faced 
stiff winds of 30 mph that 
caused constant whitecaps 
and 3-foot-plus waves. 

Petros knows that the 
biggest of the muskie popula- 
tion on Eagle are attracted to 
'rock reefs and humps that 
irlse from the bottoms of the 
main lake. The winds made it 
nigh impossible to pull off a 
decent trolling pass. These 
winds also made it extremely 
troublesome to try to hold the 
boat on a spot for more than a 
few seconds, barely time to 
complete a couple of casts. I. 
marveled at Spence's ability-- 
to maneuver the boat in the 
most adverse conditions and 
still be able to fish.: 

Every year the muskie 
world is taken by storm by a 
new, hot lure. This year it's 
the black Double Cowgirl. We 
used a similar bait, the DC-10 
by Chad Cain's Lungen Lures. 
The lure is a gigantic spinner 
with two huge blades that are 
just a little smaller than the 
blades of the propellor on a 
10-horse motor. 

After an hour, I had my 
first blister. Ten minutes later, 
the blister opened. Thirty 
minutes later and blood 
began to ooze. The DC-10 was 
put on hold and I rigged a 
black M&G spinnerbalt from 
Lindy. The lure was much eas- 
ier for me to cast and also had 
a good reputation for success. 
The move saved the trip for 
me. I stand in awe of Petros 
who is 13 years my senior, ■ 
because he could throw the 
Cowgirl all day with no ill 
effects. 

We headed for smaller 
water. Spence thought we 
could find some good fish in 
the weeds of some of the 
channels or in protected bays. 
He wasn't sure if he could 
find the 50-inch-plus monsters 
that .we were targeting, 
though. We encountered a 
pouple of those fish that fol- 
low but won't bite. We could-

n't get a strike. Then, Petros 
caught two beautiful north- 
ern pike in the 40- to 42-inch 
range and I nailed a fat 36- 
incher, but those weren't what 
we wanted. We wanted 
muskies. 

Petros soon was rewarded 
with a hefty 46-inch esox. 
Pictures were taken and the 
fish was released to some day 
hit that magical 50-inch mark. 

We trolled a channel and 
Petros told me, "This is a 
good spot. I can normally 
turn up a 46- or 47-inch fish 
here." 

In short order, my fishing 
rod nearly was jerked out of 
my hand. 

After playing a serious ' 
game of tug-of-war with me, 
it decided to run directly at 
the boat. 1 had to reel in 
quickly to keep the slack out 
of my line. The fish made a 
dash for the prop once it saw 
the boat. This usually can 
spell trouble as the fish will 
wind your line around the 
prop and then cut itself loose 
with your lure dangling from 
its mouth. 

I was able to steer the fish 
away from the prop and move 
it toward the net. Petros 
never misses with his giant 
Beckman net. The fish was 
landed, measured and pho- 
tographed. Of course, Spence 
was right on the money - the 
beast was 46 inches long and 
weighed 27 pounds. Not a 
giant, but it was the biggest 
that I had ever caught. I was 
proud, to say the least. 

. The growling in my stom- 
ach signaled the arrival of 
dinner time. Spence looked at 
me and asked, "You aren't 
hungry, are you?" 

"Not me," I gamely 
responded. 

By the time we arrived 
back at the dock, we had 
fished for 14 1/2 hours, non- 
stop, save 10 minutes for a 
•sandwich break. My wife will- 
be surprised - normally I 
require something to eat and 
drink every 2 hours when I ' 
am doing a chore such as 
painting the garage. 

The next day brought those 
same plaguing winds, except 
for one addition - a constant 
rain. It rained 'from the onset 
of fishing til mid-afternoon. 



Spence lost a muskie when 
it rolled over and cut his line 
off on its gUls. I had a strike 
on the top of the water and 
pulled the lure right out of its 
mouth before he had it. Quite 
amateur-like, I must admit. 
Petros missed the hook-up on 
another fish. Finally, Petros 
hauled in a "tiny" muskie of 
a "mere" 42 inches. Tiny 
"hammer handle" northern 
pike constantly plagued us, 
something we had not 
encountered In the past. 

Wednesday came, and 
guess what? You've got It! 
High winds! Some of the • 
gusts hits 40 mph. The boat 
rides across the main lake 
became torturous. We fished 
all day, with no results. We 
just couldn't get on the spots 
that held the big muskies. 

Thursday came with no let- 
up In the conditions. We made 
a long run to a big fish spot 
that Spence wanted to try. 
Again, you just couldn't con- 
trol the boat in the high 
winds. Spence noticed that 
our bilge pump died and 
headed back to camp. With 
the high waves sloshing over 
the back of the boat, a work- 
ing bilge is a necessity. 

When we pulled Into our 
mooring spot at 10 a.m., * 
Spence looked at me and 
asked, "Want to head home?" 
I gave my assent without a 
second of delay. We quickly 
packed and were back on the 
road, cutting our trip short by 
two days. 

The extended forecast 
showed the same brutal t 
winds for the next several 
days. Getting pounded by the 
waves and wearing ourselves 
out for fish that weren't of 
the trophy class just wasn't 
worth the effort. 

Spence was right to 
retreat. This is a sign of a 
good fisherman. You need to 
know when to fish and when 
to stay home. There would be 
plenty of other days and plen- 
ty of other opportunities at 
mammoth muskies. 

Thirteen hours later, after 
doughnuts in International 
Falls, dinner at Culver's, and 
a Dove ice cream bar in 
Madison, Wis., -we were home.

unlikellest of places? 

To most everyone's 
delight, Appalachian State 
held on at the end, but their 
shot was such a long one 
that it was hard to fully get 
your mind around the possi- 
bility of the Wolverines los- 
ing to a former I-AA team. 

But again, that game at 
The Big House was an 
exception. 

At Soldier Field Sept. 1 it 
wasn't hard to make the 
decision on whether or not 
we would see a shocker. 
Northern Illinois was not 
going to upset Iowa, no mat- 
ter what happened or how 
close the Huskies kept the 
score. 

It's hard to explain how 
you could tell. You could 
just feel It. 

. In the end, Iowa proved 
that hunch right, grinding 
out a 16-3 victory in the sea- 
son opener for both teams. 

It was a strange game to 
get such a feeling. After all, 
the Hawkeyes, who debuted 
a new starting quarterback 
in sophomore Jake 
Christensen, did not play 
that great. 

They didn't make anyone 
rethink not ranking Iowa In 




the preseason polls. 

At the same time, the 
Huskies did not play that 
bad. 

Instead the 61,500 fans, a 
majority of whom arrived 
via charter buses from 
places like Council Bluffs, 
were subjected to the dread- 
ed debut game that turns 
sloppy. 

The Hawkeyes were 
penalized 10 times for 173 
yards and struggled to keep 
the chains moving while 
receiver after receiver let 
Christensen's passes bounce 
off their open hands. 

On the other side of the 
field, the Huskies rushed 21 
times for 21 yards. 
Quarterback Dan Nicholson 
threw all three of his inter- 
ceptions in Iowa territory. 

It was far from a pretty 
game to watch and unfortu- 
nately for NIU, it usually is 
the team with the most tal- 
ent that survives in games 
when both squads are play- 
ing at a level south of 100 
percent. 

NIU coach Joe Novak 
said he would have liked to 
open up the playbook for a 
home run call, but the cover- 
2 defense run by Iowa coach 
Kirk Ferentz makes most 
coaches think twice before 
making such a decision. 

"They're very difficult to 
hit the big play on," Novak 
said after the game. 
"They're very conserva- 
tive." 

As much as Novak talks 
about having to move past 



the graduation of running 
back Garrett Wolfe, lineman 
Doug Free and quarterback 
Phil Horvath, It isn't sur- 
prising that NIU might go 
through a few growing pains 
as the new corps gets use to 
their new roles. 

"As I said to our team, 
I'm disappointed that we ' 
didn't win and I want them 
to be disappointed," Novak 
said. "I'm not discouraged, 
(though]. We came into the 
game with a lot of ques- 
tions." 

It's too bad, though, that 
Novak and his team couldn't 
pull off the upset like they 
did against Maryland and 
Alabama in years past. 
There were so many Iowa 
fans at Soldier Field.that the 
stadium looked like a mus- 
tard bowl with a few stray " 
drops of ketchup mixed in. . 
, And after seeing the 
mourning Michigan fans in 
Ann Arbor, it would have 
been amusing to send the 
Hawkeyes fans back down I- 
80 with something more 
than receipts from 
Giordano's and the Navy 
Pier Ferris wheel. 

But from the start, NIU ; 
didn't give cause to sound 
the upset alert. Their next 
shot for a big-time stunner 
comes Oct. 20 when the 
Huskies visit Camp Randall 
Stadium to face Wisconsin. 

Time will tell if NIU 
morphs into a giant killer, 
but one thing seems certain: 
We'll know during the game 
if they have what it takes to 
beat the better team.

Here are five tips on 
what to look for and take 
care of so your home is 
ready for those cold 
north winds. 

1." Have your heating 
system cleaned and 
tuned by a qualified con- 
tractor. A pre-season 
tuhe-up and filter change 
is a good investment It 
reduces the chances of 
breakdowns jn the mid- 
dle of winter, improves 
safety, and pays for itself 
through more energy 
efficient operation. 

2. Have your system 
checked for carbon 
monoxide.

But according 
to recent research by the 
U.S. Department of 
Energy, gaps and cracks 
in the typical home's 
duct system are much 
more significant. The 
typical duct system loses 
25 percent to 40 percent 
of the energy put-out by 
the central furnace, heat 
or air conditioner. Leaks 
are usually the biggest 
problem. 

4. Ask your heating con- 
tractor to perform an 
Infiltrometer "blower 
door" test. The blower 
door' is a computerized 
instrument that pin- 
points where your 
home's worst air leaks 
are, and also measures 
how leaky the overall 
house is.

looking for a home. 
Large purchases such as 
home buying are under- 
standably put on the 
back burner when people 
fear they might be losing 
their jobs. 

On the other hand, if a 
large company is moving 
into your area and bring- 
ing with it an entirely ■ 
new workforce, this is 



great for your local econ- 
omy and and represents 
a good time to put your 
home up for sale, as 
those migrating to your 
area will need a place to 
live. 

• Interest rates: This is a 
no-brainer, but low inter- 
est rates make housing 
more affordable, creating 
a great opportunity for 
sellers. Chances are, if 
you're selling a home, 
you're also looking to 
buy one, so low interest 
rates will not only help 
you sell your home, but 
help you better afford to 
buy your new one as 
well. 

• Competition: 
Competition can work in 
two ways. If your home 
is one of very few in 
your area on the market, 
that's a good thing, as 
potential buyers will be 
more likely to compro- 
mise if there are fewer 
choices available to 
them. However, buyers 
like to comparison shop 
as well, and might be 
quick to make a decision 
if they can compare your 
house to another in a 
similar price range.

If the ratio is clos- 
er to 1:1, then the mar- 
ket's doing well. In gener- 
al, there will always be 
more new listings than . 
pending sales, but the 
closer the two numbers 
are to one another will 
indicate.the condition of; 
the market you're about ' 
to enter. 

• Season: Traditionally, 
spring has been the time 
most sellers put their 
homes on the market, 
which makes it one of 
the more competitive 
times to sell your home. 
If you're experiencing a 
mild winter, you might 
want to consider putting 
your home on the market 
in mid- to late-winter. 
Interest rates will likely 
be lower around this 
time, and you'll face less 
competition as well. If 
it's a particularly harsh 
winter, however, this is 
not a good approach, as 
buyers won't be out 
patrolling neighborhoods 
in two or three feet of 
snow.
